Work Relief Program 





Procedure for the filing and routing of ap- 
plications for allotments under the Emergency Re- 
lief Appropriation Act of 1935 has been announced 
by the Division of Applications and Information of 
the National Emergency Council. 

All allotment applications will come through 
existing agencies of the federal government and 
will reach the Division of Applications and In- 
formation only after examination and review, These 
have been divided into four classes as follows: 

1. FEDERAL PROJECTS - those which originate in 
departments or agencies of the Federal Government 
and which are entirely financed by it. 

2. NON-FEDERAL PROJECTS - those initiated by 
individuals, public bodies or political subdivi- 
sions of the country and financed by loan or grant 
or both, Applications on these will come through 
the Public Works Administration and its state di- 
rectors. 

3, WORK RELIEF PROJECTS - those financed and 
carried out by the Works Progress Administration. 
These originate among the verious political sub- 
divisions of the country and their applications 
will come through the Works Progress Administre- 
tion and its local and state offices. 

4, ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSE PROJECTS -those which 
originate within the Federal departments and a- 
gencies and which provide for administrative ex- 














penses in planning, 
projects. 

Pending project applications covering federal 
and non-federal projects now before PWA need not 
be resubmitted.

Secretary of 
the Interior Harold L. Ickes is chairman of the works allotment division 
and Federal Relief Administrator Harry L. Hopkins is director of the 
works progress division. Sixty existing agencies will present their re- 
quests to Walker, who will pass them on to Ickes. After consideration 
Ickes will send them to the President for final approval, and Hopkins 
will set wages, purchase materials, and supervise projects.

Park and re- 
creational developments in the vicinity of the 
Dam are also well along.” 


Limited Motorways 





An interesting pamphlet, prepared by the New 
England Regional Planning Commission has recently 
been published. "Limited Motorways” is its title. 
After stating that 8,595 persons were killed in 
New England, and 367,588 persons were injured in 
the years 1930 to 1934, it names three approaches 
to this problem: education to promote safe prac- 
tices; enforcement of highway regulations;and en- 
gineering methods which promote safety. The book- 
let deals with the last-named by means of graphic 
illustrations and explanatory text. 

The illustrations, which portray ina very 
clear manner the engineering principles advocated, 
are under four heads: 1. Limited Motorways Are 
Safer. 2. Limited Motorways Are More Efficient. 
3. Limited Motorways are Pleasanter to Drive On. 
4, Limited Motorways Are More Economical to Build. 

The following five-point program for Limited 
Motorway design is given: 

1. Separation of opposing lines of

> Land Use and Population in the National Forests 





The National Forest Service in Region No. 9, 
comprising the States of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Michigan, Missouri, North Dakota, Ohio and Wis- 
consin has just completed an interesting survey of 
population in the National Forests of that Region 
(gross acreage approximately 18,000,000 acres). 
These areas of course present distinct problems of 
land submarginality and serious misuse of land re- 
sources. 

The survey summary follows: 

Communities: 300 which can be considered perman- 
ent units of population within Na- 
tional Forest boundaries. 

298 which are decadent in various 
degrees and are for the most part 
without suitable facilities. 

44,127 well located either on good 
agricultural land or in permanent 
commnities,. 

247 poorly located, either on 
su ginal agricultural land or in 
decadent communities. 

64,150 suitable forest workers in 
the above number of families. 
297,775 persons living within Na- 
tional Forest Boundaries of whom 85% 
to 90% are now or will be dependent 
directly or indirectly on National 
Forest products and their fabrica- 
tion.

"This book leaves the satisfying conviction 
that the authors have been engaged in a valuable 
co-operative research venture, not only in describ- 
ing the situation, but also in striking out boldly 
to make proposals of policies and programs. The 
authors point out that, while detailed, intensive 
study is desirable, many problems inthe region 
are so acute as not to permit time for a compre- 
hensive detailed study of all aspects and all a- 
reas. They express the belief that considerable 
progress can be made toward more orderly utiliza- 
tion of the region's resources on the basis of 
such material as is here assembled.”

MICHIGAN, RURAL ZONING: A rural zoning bill was 
passed by the Senate and the House without a dis- 
senting vote in either.Perhaps the most interest- 
ing feature of this act is the following: 

“The County and Regional Planning Committees 
shall with the aid and cooperation of the State 
Planning Commission formlate a tentative zone map 
and county zoning ordinance for submission to the 
County Board of Supervisors. The State Planning 
Board shall assist in determining the validity of 
the land classifications and zoning proposals sub- 
mitted by the County Planning Committee,shall sug- 
gest if necessary, such additional data and inven- 
tory as may be needed to provide adequate basis 
for effective and valid land classification and 
zoning, and shall assist with its own facilities 
and other facilities or agencies available, in 
carrying out necessary inventory essential to 
sound zoning procedure.... 

"Further, that such ordinance before it shall be- 
come effective shall be approved by the State Plan. 
ning Commission,"
